In tho permission for the r~ 
turn of tho Rebel Legislature to Richmond, and 
the Sherman-Johnson pacification, our government 
barely escaped a serious, if not a fatal political de¬ 
feat, at the hands of a vanquished enemy. The 
purpose of the South now is to rcsnme tho exercise 
of State functions with the utmost possible speed, 
and with the least possible change in their home 
systems. To secure that, they will do and submit 
to whatever is necessary. It must constantly be 
borne in mind that when once a State is admitted 
to its place, tho power of the nation over all sub¬ 
jects of State cognizance is gone. If the dogma of 
State Supremacy is not destroyed, for practice as 
well as in theory, tho war will have been in vain. 
It has not only been the favorite weapon of slavery, 
hut has been eagerly caught up by the enemies of 
onr institutions in Europe,—the tenet that the Uni¬ 
ted States is not a nation, a government, a sove¬ 
reignty,—that the citizens owe to it no direct alle¬ 
giance,—that they cannot commit against it the 
crime of treason, if they carry with them into tbeii 
treason the forms of State authority. The right of 
this republic to be a sovereign, among the sove¬ 
reignties of the earth, must be pnt bevond future 
dispute, abroad as well as at home. "We have paid 
the fearful price, and we must not bo defrauded of 
the results. 

Let us now, fellow-citizens, look at the dangers 
which attend an immediate restoration of the rebel 
States to the exercise of full State authority. 
Slavery is the law of every rebel State. In some of 
these States free persons of color are not permitted 
to reside ; in none of them havo they the right to 
testify In court, or to be educated, in few of them 
to hold land, and in all of them they are totally dis- 
fruuchis-d. But far beyond the letter of the law, 
the spirit of the people and tho habits of geuere-

those entrusted with its administration to confine them¬ 
selves within their respective constitutional spheres, 
avoiding in the exercise of the powers of one depart¬ 
ment to encroach upon another.

welfare. Their power of maintaining a system of 
Chattel Slavery almost wrecked the Nation. The 
Nation now wishes to leave the States as large a 
Sovereignty as is consistent with peace. But she 
has learned the need of carrying the fathers’ line 
more closely round the area of State power, and 
consequently of abolishing the State right to make 
or keep a slave. Gan we, in the light of that 
same lesson and consistently with National peace, 
leave with the States the power to create or main¬ 
tain a system of Aristocratic Caste ? We think not; 
and now is the time to oarry the restraining line 
one degree further still. 

States grow out of four roots—wealth, education, 
society, politios. The white race holds the first

fairs of the State. The traitor who had rebelled, ceased 
to be a citizen, and was an enemy. He aUuded to the 
naturalization laws, and declared that he was in favor 
of subjecting the traitor to a severer test than the 
foreigner, and, indeed, the severest test. He objects 
to Mr. Lincoln’s amnesty oath, and says those who hav 
taken it are not to be trusted. He wanted to See th D 
traitors punished and their leaders hung ; and the day 
was not for distant when retribution would be de¬ 
manded, and treason would be odious. It must be ] 

These were toe .opinions of Mr. Johnson, seeking 
office for himself, accepting Ms nomination to the office 
of the Vice-Presidency at toe hands of the Republican 
party. 

But as President he has other opinions, having ob¬ 
tained toe power. Instead of p unishin g toe traitors, 
he rewards them with the right of suffrage. Instead of | 
rewarding toe loyalists, he punishes them by excluding 
them from the right of representation, the right of I 
citizensMp on account of their color. Instead of ex¬ 
cluding the rebels from power, he appoints them to it. 
He appoints, as President, those very men to “ control 
toe affairs of State’’whom, as nominee for the Vice- 
Presidency, he had declared should be excluded. He 
appoints to the rule of the rebel States “ the rebels who 
had fought, and those who had given aid and influence 
to the rebel cause.” He sets apart that portion of the 
people, by proclamation, who took the States into re¬ 
bellion to take now toe power over them, *■ to control 
absolutely and whofiy the affairs of the State.” 

We add the report of Vice-President Johnson’s speech 
1 Washington on the taking of Richmond, giving Ms 
views in regard to toe negro. It was published at the 
time, as foRows : 

‘ * The Vice-President was holding forth veiy eloquent¬ 
ly in front of Admiral Lee’s dwelling, just in front of 
the war-office in Washington. He said he was wflling 
to send every negro in toe country to Africa to save the 
Union. Nay, he was willing to out Africa loose from 
Asia, and sink the whole blaqfe race ten thousand 
fathoms deep to effect this object. A loud voice sano 
out in the crowd: ‘Let the negro stay where he fo. 
Governor, and give him toe ballot, and the UMon wiff 
be safe for ever! ’ ‘And I am ready to do that, tool’.

TO WHOM SHALL THE PEOPLE LOOK ? 

To the Editor of the Standard: 

The true statesmen for this hour are they who teach 
most Clearly the lesson of individual rights. The dan¬ 
ger is at hand; but wise men stand ready to lead 
the way ; men who have been carefully trained out¬ 
side of &U church and party organizations; held 
in the hoRow of God’s hand for the last thirty years, 
purified by persecution, lifted by principle, above’the 
motives that move ordinary men ; separated from the 
world and seemingly consecrated for this very crisis— 
to teach the people justice, toe only way to peace and 
life and immortality. 

The repnbhc, the admimsfration, the Union party, 
toe church, are aR immensely valuable ; but there; 
rotten places in their policy, and they are the true 
statesmen and saints who refuse to add to this super¬ 
structure until the foundations are made whole. 

In the life of nations, the teaching of sound principles 
of universal application is of far more importance than 
the preservation of any Bpecial form of government 
church creed, for one people, in a certain latitude. 

Better for us that our republic crumble to dust than 
that those of us who know and love justice consent 
toe reconstruction to see the least right of toe meanest 
oitizen outraged or denied. The war, with its horrors, 
losses, and deaths, has been in vain, if through these 
sufferings the dying virtue and faith of the people be 
not roused to a new and higher life. 

Now aR men should be honest in church and state, 
matter for toe prosperity of sects and parties ; we have 
had that in the past while the nation groaned in the 
pangs of dissolution. 

Let those who see wrong protest against it, and back 
their protest with brave action. God grant our leading 
men may never again stultify themselves as in toe last 
Presidential campaign with toe poor plea of “party 
necessity.” Had aU those who saw the right road 
walked therein, toe Republican parfy might have been 
shattered to pieces, but toe blackest page in our nation¬ 
al history would never have been written. There is no 
limit in the moral umverae to the power of true words ; 
those who utter them are linked with the just of aR 
ages, in toe past and the future, to toe throne of God, 
hut priests and politicians and editors who think one 
toing and say another, talk for Sundays, Fourth of Julys, 
or Presidential campaigns, but. not for eternity ; and 
their power dies with them. e. o. s.
